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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 10, 11, 21-24 and 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ghosh 6,149,927. 

3. Ghosh reveals blends of substituted guanidine salts with isothiazolones in claim 

1 , biocide concentrations in the paragraph overlapping columns 4 and 5, adhesives and 
latices in claim 9, polymers in column 7, lines 19-28, plasticizers and rheology modifiers 
in column 7, lines 29-36 and hydroxyethyl cellulose in Example 7. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to 
select applicants' biocides from the Markush group of claim 1 of Ghosh. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 7/30/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The biocides are listed in a Markush group in claim 1 . It is equivalent to 
claiming each biocide and each blend individually. Accordingly, preferences are not 
necessary. Ghosh does not use anionic surfactants and because of this the prohibition 
of these compounds is not necessary. The binders are shown in column 7 and their 
properties do not have to be specified. It is not necessary for prior art reference to 
disclose the same property or utility as the claimed product to establish a prima facie 
case of obviousness under 35 U.S.C. paragraph 103. In re Dillon, 16 USPQ2d 1897, 
1901 (Fed. Cir. 1990) (en banc). The prior art reference does not have to follow 
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applicants' rationale to arrive to the claimed composition either. Whether hydroxyethyl 
cellulose has been added as a stabilizer or as a thickener is immaterial, once it is added 
it would both thicken and stabilize. The polymers cited in column 7 have no anionic 
substituents; therefore the prohibition of these substituents is unnecessary. The 
rejections are maintained. All other rejections based on other references are withdrawn 
by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3-9, 12-20, 25, 29 and 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
